The census has il 
ready sounded the *Uim »n apallmg figure* 
which show how dangerou&ly the bign tide of 
illiteracy has arisen among our voUiS and their 
chiliiicu. To the south the question is of su- 
preme importance, but the responsibility for tbe 
existence of slavery did not rest upon the south 
alone. The nation itself is responsible for Ihe 
extension o* suffrage and the i«"Qvmg the illit- 
eracy which it Iw* added lo the Totinj popula 
tion. For north and south alike there is but 
one remedy. All the constitutional porfer of 
the nation, tbe states' aid and all tbe toluntcer 
forces of the people should he summoned to 
meet this danger by the saving influence of 
universal education. It is our high privilege 
and sacred duty to educate their successors and 
&t them by intelligence and virtue for the in- 
heritance which awaiti them. In this benefi 
oal work, sections and races should be forgot- 
ten, and partisanship should be unknown 
Let 


out ixople find a new meaning In the divine 
oracle which declares tbat a little child shall 
lead them, for our hvile childicit v\\\ soon con 
trol the destinies of the republic,
